2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest an electrode having a porous 
elongate hollow body of TiO x having a connection means of a plurality of electrically 
conductive portions distributed along the length of the electrode to cause current flow 
through the body in an evenly distributed manner along the length of the electrode. The 
prior art further fails to disclose an electrode of the above construction wherein the 
hollow body has an electrical resistance along the body of 280 milli-ohms or more. 
Applicant has provided support in the specification with respect to the inner and outer 
diameters of the body and the lengths of the body being 200 mm long in an original 
claim and at least 200m long and a specific example of 500 mm long in the 
specification. Applicant in their instant response show how the calculation of the 
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resistivity is obtained from these dimensions. Therefore, no new matter has been 
introduced.
